Introduction und summary * \ 


The silk-weeving industry in Jaan is older than that in any other 
country exceot Chine, Formerly a hand-loom industry cerried on lurgely 
in rurs:l houreholds, it became extensively modernized following the cx»n- 
sion in foreign trude after World Yur I. In the thirtice Jap.n “us the 
vorld's lcrgcst producer ind exporter of silk-woven gonds. 


Silk febrics woven in Japcn before the war [cll into tw clesrly dis- 
tinct grouns--cloths made prim.rily for domestic consumption cnd cloths 
made primerily for export. Wenufacture of vuch group constituted cn 
almost natrese industry with its own crgsnizetion und methods of oroduc- 
tion. e group ongeged in weaving goods for ex» rt ras predomin.ntly, 
though by no means exclusively, . »over-loom industry.

Japan's trade in cotton yarn is small in comperison vith its preduc- 
tion. Imports represented about cne percent of production in the pericd 
1928-39, while exports represented about 3.5 percerit. Imports were mainly 
coarse and mecium yarns from China and Kwantung and small quantities of 
fine yarns from Great Britain. Exyorts vere shipped principally to 
British Indle, Sores, faxnchurin, and the Netherlands Indica. (See-tuble 5.)
